DR. THOMAS R. MILLER ‘36 


The Juniata College Alumni Association 
will present its annual achievement award 
to Dr. Thomas R. Miller “36, a Huntingdon 
native who is vice president of the Union 
Carbide Chemical Corporation. 

The Achievement Award, established 
in 1971, is presented to an alumna or 
alumnus who has attained prominence 
and distinction in a particular career area. 

Dr. Miller’s distinguished career in in- 
dustry began in 1940 when he joined the 
Carbide and Carbon Chemical Co., a 
division of Union Carbide Corporation, in 
South Charleston, West Virginia. In 1955 
he was appointed director of delevopment 
followed by appointment as President, 
Chemicals Division in 1966; President, 
Coatings Intermediate Division in 1967; 
President, Plastics Products Division in 
1968; and Corporate Vice President in 
1969, 

He received a bachelor of science de- 
gree from Juniata and four years later 
received both a master’s degree and a 
Ph.D. from the University of Pennsylvania. 

Dr. Miller, a trustee of Juniata College 
since 1967, is a member of the American 
Chemical Society, American Institute of 
Chemical Engineers and Sigma Xi. He has 
had several papers published in the Jour- 
- nal of the American Chemical Society. 

He is married to the former Ann Rhodes 
‘38, also a native of Huntingdon. The 
Millers have three children: Stephen, 
Katherine, and Barbara.

A Juniata College graduate who once 
advised his alma mater to ‘‘give prefer- 
ence to those who will do a great deal 
of work and will contribute some mon- 
ey”, has been selected to receive the 
Alumni Association’s Distinguished Ser- 
vice Award. 

Captain Will Judy “11 will be honored 
for his years of outstanding service to 
Juniata. Among his many notable contri- 
butions is the Judy Lectureship series 
designed to enrich the academic program. 

The founder of the One Hundred and 
of the One Thousand Clubs, Captain Judy 
is an active member of the Chicago 
Alumni Club, a past president of the na- 
tional alumni association, and a former 
member of the Board of Trustees. 

The “Judy Reunions,” when Captain 
Judy brought together his friends from 
the Academy class of 1904 and the 
Juniata class of 1911, initiated the popv- 
lar “oldtimers reunions.” 

Weil known as an author and publish- 
er, Judy ended his 36-year stint as editor 
of Dog World Magazine in 1958. He has 
remained president and director of the 
Judy Publishing Company. 

An ‘07 Academy graduate, he returned 
fo earn a bachelor’s degree and a “J” 
letter in three major sports. In 1915 he 
graduated from Hamilton College of Law; 
and in 1917 volunteered for Army service 
in France where he received the silver 
Star. He is married to the former Ruth

PROPOSED ALUMNI CONSTITUTION REVISIONS 


In order fo streamline its organizational 
Structure, it waS unanimously recom- 
mended, at the recent meeting of the 
Alumni Council, that the Juniata Alumni 
Association Constitution be revised as 
follows: 


ARTICLE IV: ORGANIZATION: Section 2: 


The Alumni Council shall consist of 
(1) the officers of the association; 
(2) the three alumni representatives 
on the Board of Trustees of the Col- 
lege; (3) seventeen (17) elected rep- 
resentatives; and (4) appropriate ex- 
officio members. 

Delete: (3) seventeen (17) elected rep- 
resentatives. 

Add: (3) eleven (11) elected representa- 
tives. 


ARTICLE Vi: ALUMNI COUNCIL: Section 1: 


Delete: The Alumni Council shall con- 
sist of thirty-three (33) members, 
elected ex-officio, as follows: 


Add: The Alumni Council shall consist . 


of twenty-seven (27) members, elect- 
ed and ex-officio, as follows: 
Delete: E. There shall be three (3) 
members elected by the officers of 
the Juniata Clubs from among their 
fellow officers. These members will 
serve a three-year term without the 


privilege of succeeding themselves. 
One member will normally be elected 
In a given year. 

Delete: F. There shall be three (3) mem- 
bers elected by the Class Officers of 
Juniata College from among their 
fellow officers. These members will 
serve a three-year term without the 
privilege of succeeding themselves. 
One member will normally be elected 
In a given year. 


ARTICLE IX: ELECTIONS: Section 1 


Delete: B. A ballot submitted to the 
officers of the Juniata Clubs shall 
be for the Alumni Council member 
to be elected by said Club Officers. 
Juniata Club officers shall be defined 
as (1) the President, (2) the Vice 
President, (3) the Secretary, and (4) 
the Treasurer of each of the Juniata 
College Clubs. 

Delete: C. A ballot shall be submitted 
to the Juniata Class Officers for the 
Alumni Council member to be elect- 
ed by said Class Officers. Juniata 
Class Officers shall be defined as 
(1) the President, (2) the Class Rep- 
resentative, and (3) the Class Fund 
Agent for each class having been 
graduated from Juniata College.
